4. via Fusan. Nov. 14.—By a general at¬ 
tack on the eastern fortified ridg* on 
Ootober 30 the Japanese gained the 
moats of the principal forts assailed.

The Latter Will Return the Call To¬ 
day—Prince Represents the Em¬ 
peror of Japan. 


Washington, Nov. 14.—Prince Fu- 
shltnl. the adopted brother of the Em¬ 
peror of Japan, arrived in Washington 
this afternoon at 5:30, and assumed f^r 
the first time since his arrival In this 
country his official personality as 
Prince of the Royal House of Japan. 
He was met at the station by the Third 
Assistant S^-retary of State, Mr. 
Pierce, who as the personal representa¬ 
tive of the President, bade him wel¬ 
come to this country. Mr. P. Hloki, the 
First Secretary of the Japanese Lega¬ 
tion. and In the absence of the Minister 
the Charge d*Affaires, presented to the 
Prince at the station Baron Kaneko, 
w ho Is visiting In this country, and Mr. 
Peirce and CoL Symonds, U. S. A., who 
will act as the Prince's honorary mili¬ 
tary aide. The Prince thanked them 
for their cordial welcome, and ex¬ 
pressed the satisfaction he felt at being 
In the United States. 

A procession was then farmed outside 
the car. and Secretary Peirce led the 
way with the Prince on his arm. There 
was a small crowd in the station, but 
no particular demonstration was made. 
The Prince and party w*ere driven lo 
the Arlington Hotel, v here they will 
stay while in Washing toff. Preceding 
the procession of carriages were four 
mounted policemen, and surrounding 
the Prince and the members of his par¬ 
ty were bicycle policemen. In another 
carriage rode Chief Wilkie, of the »e- 
i "et service, anlfl several members of 
his staff.

In which suit was 
filed to compel the officers in the reg¬ 
istration precinct where McMichael re¬ 
sides to reassemble and allow the name 
of McMichael to go on the registration 
books. At the time the suit was filed It 
was believed by many that Mr. Mc¬ 
Michael had been refused the right to 
register, and such an allegation was 
made In the petition filed at the time. 
But It now seems that McMichael was 
only used as a tool whereby the Re¬ 
publicans could if possible stir up 
trouble and make it appear that the 
Democrats were using unfair means In 
the registration.

Tax Case Continued. 


San Francisco, Nov. 14. — 4 The Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor met to-day 
in Lyric Hall In its twenty-fourth an¬ 
nual convention. Delegates from every 
part of the United States and repre¬ 
sentatives from Porto Rico, England 
and Canada were present. The hall 
was beautifully decorated in the na¬ 
tional colors, delegates being seated in 
sections according to the States they 
represented. 

During the morning hours local and 
visiting delegates assembled at the 
headquarters of the officers of the con¬ 
vention. and at 10 o'clock, headed by a 
band, they marched through the prin¬ 
cipal streets of the city to the conven¬ 
tion hall. 

The entire time of the morning ses¬ 
sion was taken up with the delivery 
and reply of speeches of welcome. 
Mayor Schmitz extended to the dele¬ 
gates the freedom of the city, and on 
behalf of the labor organizations of the 
State of California, J. O. Welsh, presi¬ 
dent of the San Francisco Labor Coun¬ 
cil, and P. H. McCarthy, president of 
the State Building Trades Council, ex¬ 
tended a welcome. The only business 
transacted during the morning session 
was the reading of and acceptance of 
the report of the Committee on Creden¬ 
tials. 

Before the question of accepting the 
report was put to a vote William G. 
Schardt, president of the Chicago Fed¬ 
eration of Labor, arose and called the 
attention of the delegates to the fact 
that he had been given no standing by 
the committee. This threatened for a 
time to bring before the convention the 
question of trade autonomy versus in¬ 
dustrialism. 

The Chicago Federation was recent¬ 
ly suspended from the American Fed¬ 
eration because It refused to comply 
with the demand that the Steamfltters* 
Chicngo Union be placed under the 
jurisdiction of the United Plumbers’ 
Association. Before this question 
could be voted upon the matter was 
temporarily disposed of by referring 
Mr. Schardt’s standing to the commit¬ 
tee.

POISONED ICE CREAM 

KILLS TWELVE NEGROES. 


and Hankow. 


New^ York, Nov. 14.—'The storm which 
3W*ept up through the Atlantic coast 
States from the Gulf yesterday and last 
nlght.developing Into a gale of hurricane 
force as it moved northward, resulted 
In the most complete tie-up of wire 
communlcat’on that the Eastern States 
experienced since the memorable snow¬ 
storm of 1888, disarranged train sched¬ 
ules, paralyzed trolley linos and piled 
several wrecks along tte coast. A down¬ 
pour of rain and heavy snow which ac¬ 
companied the storm idded to the de¬ 
structive force pf the gale. Telephone 
arid telegraph poles, borne down by tin* 
weight of snow and Ice-encrusted wires, 
gave way before the sweep of the wind, 
and whole sections were cut off. Both 
the telegraph and telephone companies 
with long distance wires to-day report¬ 
ed their fields of operation restricted to 
the territory bounded on the west by 
Philadelphia, on the east by Boston and 
on the north by Newburgh. N. Y. The 
big brokerage concerns In Wall street, 
many of whom under normal conditions 
operate thousands of miles of wire, to¬ 
day found themselves practically help¬ 
less. The exchanges were no more for¬ 
tunate. and the only quotations receiv¬ 
ed from Chicago and New Orleans Were 
the market reports of the Associated 
Press. These quotations brought over 
the Associated Press wires were the 
only figures obtained In this city from 
the cotton and grain centers of the 
South and West. 

By an elaborate system of relays and 
the use of both telephone and telegraph 
wires the Associated Press succeeded In 
bridging the path between east and 
west, cut by the storm, and reached all 
points north, west and east, with the 
exception of a small section in the vi¬ 
cinity of Albany. There the damage 
from the snow and wind seemed beyond 
immediate repair, and with the excep¬ 
tion of trains there was no communica¬ 
tion with that section during the dAy. 

The general breaking down of wires 
was Alinpat entirely responsible for the 
trouble on the railroads. The move¬ 
ment of trains could not be reported 
and delays extending Into hours in 
many cases were reported. 

That no yrore disasters at sea resulted 
from the gale probably was due to the 
early warning of the approaching hur¬ 
ricane sent out by the Weather Bureau. 
Bulletins sept out Saturday Afternoon 
told of the gale that would sweep the 
coast, and cautioned all mariners 
against leaving port. 

BY WAY OF YOKOHAMA 

Chicago Brokers Received a Message 
From New York. 

Chicago. 111., Nov. 14.—[.Special]-/Th(* 
New York Stock Exchange was com¬ 
pletely Isolated from Chicago and the 
West 'to-day. but It was apparent that 
Chicago brokerage house* and trader* 
were the sufferers.

Corbin that officers of the armv should 
not be allowed to marry without the 
sanction of the War Department and 
that this permission should be granted 
in cases only where It can be shown 
that the* bridegroom or bride ha* means 
over and above the 1 jrmer's official pay, 
has aroused a good deal of criticism in 
the press In this country, yet the rule 
is already In existence in all European 
armies, save that of England. Nor can 
the latter country described as an 
exception, for commissions in the Bnt- 
iPh army are to all intents and purpose* 
withheld from men who are un it is to 
show trtnt they have independent in¬ 
comes. says the New Y T ork Tribune. 

Even in Republican France no officer 
Is allowed to marry before he has satis- 
fled the authorities as to the antece¬ 
dents of his bride and until the latter 
has placed in the hands of the War 
Department a fixed sum, which is 
knnhvn as her dowry and of w'hlch sh* 
receives only the Interest until her hus¬ 
band quits the army or the marr.age is 
dissolved by dlvoroe or death. Until 
these financial conditions have been 
compllid with the sanction of the War 
Department Is withheld, and unless the 
latter is granted any civil or religious 
marriage Is invalid in the eyes of the 
law. 

In Germany the njles are even more 
strict, and It may be recalled that the 
marriage of the late Grand Duke of 
He»se to Mme. de Kolomine. th** di¬ 
vorced wife of the Russian Charge d’- 
AffaiTes accredited to his court, was 
annulled by the Supreme Tribunal of 
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the German Empire, on the ground that I lie best that ever came (lowil tile river, 
the Grand Duke had neglected, In his 
capacity as one of the Inspector gener¬ 
als of the Imperial army, to secure the 
necessary sanction to the union from 
hi* commanding officer, old Emperor 
William, the generalissimo of the Ger¬ 
man army. 

There rules, while they rmay seem j 
despotic and tyrannical, have been es¬ 
tablished with no other object In view 
than the w*elfa-re of the officers of the 
army, and l*t must be admitted that 
they serve their purpose, for, In the 
first place, the •vrutlny to which the 
antecedents of the bride are subjected 
by the authorities prevent* officers 
from Introducing in*to the regimental 
family women whose inferiority of 
birth, education and breeding would 
render social intercourse with the 
wives of the other officers of the regi¬ 
ment or of the garrison uncongenial or 
impossible. Then, too, it goes far to 
avert those financial embarrassments 
which mar the career of many a mar¬ 
ried officer in England and in Amer¬ 
ica, subjecting him to worries that Im¬ 
pair his usefulness, too often wreck¬ 
ing his entire military career. 

It may be added lltat both In Ger¬ 
many and In Austria there Is much 
kindness shown to officers anxious to 
marry, and who have not quite suffi¬ 
cient money to furnish the statutory

Mr. Watson Recovers Himself, However, and 
Brick Hastens Departure of Intruder.

Though he had covered his house with 
burglar alarms, put barbed wire on the 
fences and purchased a guard dog, t\ L. 
Watson, of 801 West Chestnut street, 
was congratulating himself yesterday 
on his escape from a big negro thief, 
Into whose arms he ran Sunday night in 
the backyard of his residence, and who 
whisked a razor about his face. 

The negro evidently passed safe over 
the first Impediment, a* he climbed the 
fence In getting into the* yard, but the 
dog scented him before the thief had a 
chance to test the efficiency of the bur¬ 
glar alarms Hearing the dog bark. 
M r. Watson w rit Into the yard. He 
was unarmed, as he did not think any¬ 
one had passed the barbed wire. He 
examined the bad: yard carefully and 
was going back to the nouse when he 
not 5 cel a dark shadow at the sid«? of 
the chicken house. Walking close to it 
he put out his band and touched the 
form of the crouching thief. 

“He raised up and looked like he was 
ten feet tall,” said Mr. Watson. “He 
hid a razor In his hand ami he slaslvd 
at me. I was so surprised that I did 
not know what to do at first, but I 
involuntarily stepped back Just far 
enough to evade the razor, which slash¬ 
ed my coat.. I was not looking for an 
encounter and had nothing with which 
to protect myself. It looked bad for 


me for a few seconds while that great 
big black negro was standing there at 
bay with the razor in his hand, but I 
saw a pile of bricks near by and I turn¬ 
ed toward them. As I turned he started 
toward the fence. 

“The fence is pretty high and it was 
a hard climb. I had got a brick and 
was close on him by the time he was 
half way over. Just before he Jumped 
down on the o»her side I let the brick 
fly and It hit him Just behind the ear. 
It helped him over all right, and 1 think 
he fell in a heap In the alley. I turned 
and ran around to the side gate and 
Into the alley, but was unable to catch 
sight of him again." 

Mr. Watson Is a commercial trav¬ 
eler and Is out of the city much of the 
time On account of the many attempt¬ 
ed burglaries In his neighborhood he 
has taken extra precautions to prevent 
anything of the kind on his place. 

“I had chickens last spring/* he said, 
“but they were such a temptation to 
the negroes that 1 had to give them 
up. They cleaned me out once or twice. 
Even the potted plant? have been stolen 
out of the yard. The house next door 
has been entered once or twice. It Is 
hard luck for a man to come on a ne¬ 
gro In the dark when he is not looking 
for higi. and especially when he has 
surrounded himself with what appear¬ 
ed to me to be adequate protection.”

Will Name Committees. 


Rome. Nov. 14.—The festivities In 
honor of the jubilee of the Immaculate 
Conception may be said to have begun 
to-day with the holding of a brilliant 
consistory, which was especially Inter¬ 
esting. as the Pope lately had been In¬ 
disposed and many persons wished to 
be assured of Ills recovery. All the 
Cardinals living in Rome, numbering 
about twenty-five, gathered in the hall 
of the consistory at the Vatican hall 
an hour before the ceremony, taking 
tlielr places In three groups—Cardinal 
Bishops, Cardinal Priests and Cardinal 
Deacons—making one of those !impos¬ 
ing pictures only to be seen at the 
apostolic palace. 

The United States was represented at 
the consistory by Monslgnor Kennedy, 
rector of the American College here, 
and Monslgnor Seton. titular Archbish¬ 
op of Heliopolis, of Jersey City. N. J. 
Monslgnor Kennedy at the privnte con¬ 
sistory received the pallium for Arch¬ 
bishop Glennon. of St. Louis. 

The pallium for Archbishop Moeller, 
of Cincinnati, was received by the se¬ 
cret consistory by Father Haver, priv¬ 
ate secretary of Cardinal Gotti. Pre¬ 
fect of the Propaganda, and the pal¬ 
lium for Archbishop Messmer. of Mil¬ 
waukee, was received by Mgr. Jaquel. 

• • • 

The Pope’s Allocution. 

In the secret consistory the Pope de¬ 
livered an allocution, recalling the ori¬ 
gin of the Concordat and the reasons 
which induced Pope Plus VII. tq con¬ 
clude It with Napoleon, and especially 
referring to the provisions made for the 
appointment of bishops, the budget of 
the ministry of public w-orshlp. which 
was regulated by w hat was practically 
a contract, and finally the free exercise 
of Catholic w-orshlp. He added that 
the so-called "organic articles” added 
in 1802 by Napoleon had never been 
recognized by the Holy See. either as 
a law or as being part of the concordat. 
Therefore, the Pontiff deplored the fact 
that the present Government of the 
Ftencta Republic had under various 
pretexts charged the Holy See with not 
having observed the concordat, adding 
that the church had never, in the case 
of any country. Infringed an agreement 
made. The Pope concluded with saying 
that the French Government had brok¬ 
en the fundamental conditions of the 
concordat, a proceeding which was not 
only In violation of the concordat, but 
which was also opposed to divine and 
natural law*. The Pope complained of 
the impossibility, due to the existing 
state of affairs, of appointing bishops 
to the vacant Sees In Frunce. but ex¬ 
pressed the hope that an understanding 
would be reached. 

• • • 

Allusion a Mild One. 

The majority of the Cardinals present 
considered the allusion rather mild, and 
remarked that the Pope omitted the 
part upon which he previously had 
consulted several of the Card hulls. In 
which he was to have appealed to the 
people of France and to have urged 
them to be loyal to the church and use 
their rights as citizens to prevent the 
Government from persecuting religion. 

Immediately after the secret consis¬ 
tory the Pope hekl a semi-public con¬ 
sistory, preliminary to the ceremony of 
t*he canonization of tlhe Bleared Ales¬ 
sandro Saul:. tlhe Banbanlte axd 

Gerardo MaJlila. the redemp¬ 
tion 1st. which takes place next month.

MACHINE HAD BEEN IN THE

ITS DIRIGIBILITY NOT PROVED. 


St. Louis, Nov. 14,-fAn accident 
brought the test (light of the Francois 
airship to an abrupt termination to¬ 
day, after the flying machine had been 
in the air fifteen minutes, during which 
Its dlrigibility was not satisfactorily 
demonstrated, owing, the Inventor 
stated, to the absence of ihe rudder. 

The ascension was made at the end 
of a rope, and it was announced that 
the principal object of the flight was 
to teat the balance of the car and to 
ascertain whether the airship could be 
guided by force of the fans, or propel¬ 
lers, without the use of the rudder. 

When it became know-n that a flight 
was projected a large crowd assembled 
In the aeronautic conrourse on the 
World’s Fair grounds, and by the time 
the airship was brought out of the 
aerodrome nearly 5,000 persons were 
present to witness the flight. 

In addition to President D. R. Fran¬ 
cis. of the exposition, and other prom¬ 
inent World's Fair officials. Miss Helen 
Gould, many members of the Fair 
Board of Lady Managers, Prof. Lang¬ 
ley, of Washington City, and Count l5e 
la Vuulx, president of the French Aero 
Club, occupied neats within the roped 
inclosure where the flight took place. 

The airship rose at 3:42 p. m. It as¬ 
cended to <a height of about ICO feet 
before Its rise was checked by those 
holding the guide rope?. 

In the car were M. HJppoHte Fran¬ 
cois, of Paris. France, the inventor and 
builder of the airship, and his French

Progress of the Flight 


The airship progressed slowly in a 
westerly direction, and M. Francois at¬ 
tempted to turn the flying machine 
around. H * slopped the right-hand 
fans, but, although the pair on the left- 
hand side revolved swiftly, 'there was 
no perceptible change in the course of I 
the airship, and it was dragged around 
by those holding the ropes. 

Shortly after this a sharp, breaking! 
noise was heard, and a few seconds 
later one of the stern propellers struck 
ihe upper framewotk several hard 
blows, breaking the propeller and 
splintering several of the under sup¬ 
ports. Francois sIg*naJe<l to those on the 
ground, and the airship was pulled 
down and taken Into the aerodrome. 

An examination showed that one of 
the steel braces beneath the stern hnd 
pulled loose, and that the rear end 
of the car had tilted upward, throwing 
the propeller Into the upper works. M. 
Francois stated that the damage could 
he repaired with In « few- hours, and 
that, weather permitting, a flight would 
be made to-morrow.

The Francois airship is the largest 
that has ever been seen In the United 
Stales, and Its Inventor says It Is the 
largest flying machine In the world. 
The principal locomotion combines the 
Ideas advanced by other aeronauts 
demonstrating at -the World’s Fair, In 
that Us propellers revolve In different 
directions at the same time; the for¬ 
ward set pulling the machine through 
the air. and the stern set exerting a 
pushing force.

Monday IDvenlng. Nov. 14— Notwith¬ 
standing the fact that the West and 
South were prac?ttca.l!y cut off from wire 
service with New York, the stock mar¬ 
ket, was active to-day, opening higher oJl 
arouigL but Utter reacting, though 
towards the close the whole list moved 
up and was rather firm.

Went After Them and Got Them, 

The Philadelphia Record thinks that 
the labor unions voted for Roosevelt at 
the recent election, and that this hi a 
large measure accounts for the “land¬ 
slide." It says: 

*'Wherever the labor unions exist In 
great force, especially In the Industrial 
cities of the country, there the majority 
against the Democratic party Is swollen 
beyond all precedent. 

“In Massachusetts, where a strong Re¬ 
publican sentiment exists, both against 
the tariff and the Philippine policy, 
Roosevelt's majority la 86,000, while a ma¬ 
jority of 35,000 Is given to the Democratic 
candidate for Governor—a nice discrimi¬ 
nation on the part of organised labor. 

“Alleghany county. In this State, one of 
the greatest centers of labor unionism 
and the trusts, poured out of Its mills u 
majority of 67,000 for Roosevelt. In Phila¬ 
delphia, barring a machine fraud of at 
least 60.000 votes, the same Influences are 
seen at work In the great increase of the 
Republican vote and in the decline of that 
of the DemocraAs. In Chicago, another 
great center of the labor unions and trusts, 
the Republicans are astonished at the im¬ 
mensity of their majority. The Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans alike in New York 
City and Brooklyn are mystified by re¬ 
sults that have upset all their calcula¬ 
tions. The apparent explanation Is In the 
labor unions. Numerous other examples 
need not be cited." 

If Mr. Roosevelt did not receive the 
union labor vote It was certainly not 
because he did not exert himself in an 
extraordinary degree to obtain that 
vote. The most flagrant instance 
In which he usurped a dan¬ 
gerous power by overriding the 
Constitution was prompted by his de¬ 
sire to get the union labor vote. That 
he got It, or at least the larger part of 
U, there seems no reason to doubt. 
And that It was a big factor In his vic¬ 
tory Is also clear, for the union labor 
vote, at a conservative estimation, is 
2,000,000 strong. 

That Mr. Roosevelt succeeded in 
hoodwinking so powerful a class of 
voters, as he succeeded In hoodwinking 
so many other voters, should not be 
lost sight of In speculating over the 
causes of what happened last Tuesday. 


The Philippine Tariff. 

In all of his addresses on the Philip¬ 
pines Secretary Taft has laid great 
•tress upon bringing the Islands within 
the tariff wail, as he expressed it. Al¬ 
though a part of our Insular posses¬ 
sions, equally as Porto Rico and 
Hawaii, the Republican Congress has 
declined to extend the same law gov¬ 
erning duties upon imports, as In 
the case of these two countries. 
The Bawailans and Porto Ricans are 
recognized as citizens of the United 
States, and the principle of free trade 
has been established as to them equally 
as if they were States or Territories. 
But the Filipinos, under the decision 
of the supreme Court, occupy the 
position of subjects Instead of citizens, 
and are not entitled to the right either 
of suffrage or trial by jury, in the 
matter of the tariff, under the Federal 
law’ regulating trade with them, a com¬ 
promise was made as far us to fix the 
rate of duties laid upon Imports from 
the islands at 75 per cent, of those 
provided by the Dlngley tariff imposed 
upon similar articles from foreign coun¬ 
tries. Within the past few' days the 
Cabinet at Washington have had the 
subject under discussion, and it is said 
that they will recommend to Congress 
a modification of the tariff rates. Judge 
Taft advocates a reduction of the rates 
upon tobacco and sugui* to 25 per cent, 
of the Dlngley rates, with free trade as 
to all other products. He also desires 
to have the power given to the Philip¬ 
pine Commission to establish the rates 
upon all articles going to the Islands. 

The question is one which seriously 
affects the welfare of the people and 
the development of the Islands, involv¬ 
ing also an Important principle. Under 
the flscAl laws passed by a high-tariff 
Congress agriculture has become de- 


Bampant Bourbonism In Missouri.

clans. His large majority is looked upon 
as a full Indorsement not only of his 
home policies, but of those relating to 
the Philippines arid to Panama, which 
have beeti the subject of criticism by 
the statesmen of FYnnce ns well ns 
by the opposition in America.

Recently-published post-office sta 
tlstlcs show’ a vast Increase In the ex 
tension as well as the cost of the sys¬ 
tem. A half century ago there were 
less than 20,000 post-offices In the coun¬ 
try. There ore now 75.000. In 1900 there 
were 76,691, but since the establishment 
of the system of rural free delivery 
the number has been reduced. Seven 
years ago there were less than fifty 
carriers In that service, while now there 
are more than 15,000, with a steady In¬ 
crease in number, the cost exceeding 
$8,000,000 per year. The number of free 
city carriers Is now about 20.000, at an 
expense of nearly $22,000,000. The 
total appropriation for the department 
for the last fiscal year was $170,845,808, 
being the largest for any of the depart¬ 
ments of the public service. The total 
estimate of Postmaster General Wynne 
for the next fiscal year is $183,748,495, 
being an excess over that of the pre¬ 
ceding year of $12,902,496.

It I® now 
announced that the railroad which has 
been under construction from Fusan 
at the southern extremity of Korea to 
Seoul, the capital of that province, a dis¬ 
tance of about 150 miles, has been com¬ 
pleted. It will be equipped thoroughly 
with rolling stock of American manu¬ 
facture and facilitate the transporta¬ 
tion of troop® and military supplies, 
besides Insuring a more thorough su¬ 
pervision ar.d control of the territory 
and people over which Japan claims 
suzerainty, a® one of the original ob¬ 
jects of the war. 


An Optimistic View. 

The comments of the foreign press 
upon the late election, echoing the con¬ 
gratulation* received by the successful 
candidate, are naturally optimistic as 
to the good effect the result will have 
upon the future of this country and 
upon the world at large.

that the Steel Trust alone reap* $80,000.000 
a year out of protection, and pockets It, 
selling abroad cheaper than we can buy 
from It.

[Panama Cablegram to the Now York 
Herald.] 

In the rensatkmal legal fight between the 
Panama Lottery Company and the United 
State® Government. Judge Idttle, Ameri¬ 
can counsel for the company, has argued 
the demurrer to the Marshal’s return In 
the 'habeas corpus cose arising from tho 
arrest of a lottery agent. He raised sev¬ 
eral Important points, which tho United 
States Supreme Court will be asked to 
decide. 

He said that the lottery franchise, hav¬ 
ing been established years ago and rec¬ 
ognized by thf Panama Government as 
such, cartnot be disturbed by the United 
States Government until Its expiration, 
for the reason that the constItutIon*] pro¬ 
vision according full faith and credit to 
all proceeding® of another nation must b* 
regarded by the United State® and cannot 
be arbitrarily destroyed. 

He declared that tho rules applicable to 
Porto Rico and the Philippines do not 
apply to Panama nuder the treaty. In 
the former cases the American rights 
were acquired by force of arm®. In Pan¬ 
ama the United States only gets such 
rights and privileges as the treaty grants. 

Judge Little in his argument criticised 
the policy of the United State® Govern¬ 
ment regarding the canal zone, and de¬ 
clared that there had been attempts to 
read Into the canal treaty certain powers 
which had not been granted to the United 
•States. He said that the people of Pana¬ 
ma have never believed President Roose¬ 
velt sincere about the fulfillment of treaty 
Obligations, but still hope that the Ameri¬ 
can people will hold him responsible and 
force him to follow faithfully the terms 
of\he treaty. 


UNDERPAID CON¬ 
SULAR SERVICE. 

[New York Independent.] 

It goes without saying that he ought to 
be able to return their hospitality In a 
suitable manner, but tow American Con¬ 
suls can do so unless they have a private 
income. “When we deprive our Consul* 
of the necessary means to enter the social 
circle to which they properly belong, we 
r*d'jf? them t*> mere ctpher?," said Presi¬ 
dent Monroe.

HEARING 


Evidence Against Police¬ 
men and Xesroes. 


COLDWELL CHIEF WITNESS 


XN EXAMINING TRIAL BEFORE 
MR. CASSIN. 


NEGROES CAUSED TROUBLE. 


The examining trial of Dennis J. Ne- 
han, Thomas Connell, John Tierney and 
Dan Sexton, patrolmen, and King 
Tyler, a negro, arrested on the morning 
<*f November 8 on the charge of con¬ 
spiring together to hinder voters from 
casting their suffrage, was commenced 
before Henry F. Casaln, United States 
Commissioner, at 2 o’clock yes.erday af¬ 
ternoon. The prosecution Is represented 
by K. D. Hill. United States District 
Attorney, and M. H. Thatcher, his as¬ 
sistant. County Attorney Robert W. 
Bifigham Is representing the defend¬ 
ants. 

A long list of witnesses, including J. 
M. Coldwell. at whose instance the de¬ 
fendants were arrested: W. H. Brad¬ 
ford, who acted as sheriff at the Thir¬ 
teenth precinct of the Ninth ward, 
where the trouble is alleged to have 
occurred; W. C. Owens and two ne¬ 
groes. John Woodruff, with several 
ullages, and Austin Woodson, who had 
"voted de 'publican ticket all de time,” 
wns present, 

A separation of the witnesses was de¬ 
manded by both sides, and the witness¬ 
es were especially charged not to dis¬ 
cuss their evidence until the case Is 
closed. Ail the defendants, who are on 
bond, were In the court room. A dia¬ 
gram of the location at Eighth and 
Grayson street?. dTawn on a large 
blackboard. Is being used In the trial. 

• • • 

Negroes Caused Trouble. 

In the examination of witnesses It de. 
veloped that several negroes who have 
not yet been charged by the Repub¬ 
licans were connected with the disturb¬ 
ances. It also developed that most of 
the disturbance, according to state¬ 
ments of their own witnesses, was 
caused by negroes who, the Repub¬ 
licans charge, are Democrat?. 

From the outset an effort was made 
by the prosecution to show a collusion 
between the police and the negroes In 
question to hinder voters at the pre¬ 
cinct. Several of the witnesses swore 
that they saw the obstreperous ne¬ 
groes talking with the police under ar- 
feat. while others deny seeing any evi¬ 
dence whatever of collusion. 

• • • 

Recess Until To-day. 

At 5 o’clock court was adjourned to 
reconvene at 9:30 o’clock this morning, 
v.’ihen the case w!U tv* resumed. It is 
prrfxiitle that the entire day will be 
In the hearing of evidence, 
/•bout twenty witnesses are to be heard 
by the prosecution this morning, while 
all the evidence of tihe defense is yet 
to be introduced. It Is expected that 
a mimnber of additional wltneseea will 
be summoned to-day by both sides. 
Amo g those now wanted by the prose- 
cutiton is Judge George DuBelle. who, 
according to the statement of Oolbwell. 
rvmcriwt rated wi:h the pi lice when they 
nam a negro voter to Jail on election 
day. 

J«.Cir Woodruff, alias Solomon. Web- 
Faster ar.d other tamer, was the 
first witness He was the second man 
arrested at the precinct by the four 
policemen under tht* ban. Woodruff 

is a teamster for Byrne & 
Spee. 1 , and that he went to the p e.inet 
In his coal cart to vote. He .said he 
left his cart on Grayson street, near 
the voting place, and went tip to get 
In Mne for hla turn to vote, and that 
n r.egTo got in his cart and drove it 
away. He went after it and brought 
it back. Re urr.tng to the line he took 
his plac? ar.d h 3-1 been fhere but a 
short time when "SoV Jones, an^tiher 
negTo, waited up and struck him, 
knocking iUrn frevp his plaice In the 
line. H* admit tel thut he hid a whip, 
but ml:l he mttie no attempt to deferd 
•t&ree'if oaher than to put up his .irm* 
over his herd. He said he was struck 
seveial times. but did not k ow wheth¬ 
er anyone but Jc.n^s struck him. He 
sold there were a number of police 
«;bo;jt him, but he- knew only Connell, 
who arre.-ted him. He said after he 
waa under arrest tomejody walked up 
and asked Connell what he was going 
to do with the prisoner, when Connell 
answered that it wa.s none of the ques¬ 
tioner s business. Woodruff said he 
spent several days in Jail, and thakhe 
wjji arrested before he was allowed to 

vote. *

Jones Hit An Old Man. 

Woodruff testified that he saw Jor.es 
hit an old man and knock him down. 
He ?ald he hal known Jones i?evera1 
) a. ;d oouid not be ml'tiken as to 
Ibis Identity. When rro*»-exarr.i *oi by 
th* defence. Wfc-druff altmUtcd that h~ 
bad seven or olglht moms, that he 
h id been In the workhouse a number 
of times etc. He pakl that b?*ore Jon«* 
struck him he accused him (Woodruff) 
of “turning him up.” for Interfering 
with voters. Woodruff said he did not 
knew whether the police Interfered 
with voters or not, nor did he know 
whether or not tjhey male any attempt 
lo arrest Jones f.v sulking him. At 
this point all the defendant* were a deed 
to stand up in order that Woodruff 
-anight Identify them. He ivouki riot 
be pool rive that any of them wer* 
about the pwlnet. when he wag as- 
sault-ed, but be thought Connell was 
there. 

Woodruff was asked by Mr. Hill If 
he Intended, when he went to the pre¬ 
cinct, to vote for a Congressman, and 
he replied, sls he rolled hit big white 
eyes reflectively toward the celling: 

“Ross, yer will hab ter make de ques¬ 
tion plainer dan da't—yvissa, 1 JLt 
granted ter voVe de ’publican tickit. lak 
I alius Is did sense I kin ’member." He 
did hot know what a Congresmuin 
was, but he did know he wanted "ter 
vote de ‘publican tlcikit.”

J. M. Coldwell Testifies. 

J. M. Coldwell. on whos* affidavits 
Federal warranU Were Issued for :he 
arrest of the four patrolmen, a-;d th* 
negro Tyler, was the second witiws 
Introduced. He stated In substance that j 
he went to a precinct at Tenth and 
Green streets early on the morning of [ 
the election, where he had been sent a- | 
h challenger, and that when he elate* j 
his purpose there lie was refusal ad¬ 
mittance to the voting p’uee. He the i 
went up to Eighth and Grayson streei* 
nnd remained about the precinct un i. 
he saw Austin Woodson, .in old negro 
assaulted by "Son" Jones, and a sh 
time later witnessed the assault o 
John Woodruff. He said Woodson w;*s 
In Rue when Jones walked up an 
struck him, knocking him lown beside 
the line. He said that aftei Wood Mr 
was knock am! down he himself too 
charge of him and put him at the head 
of the lin*-. telling Woodson Jr** would 
etand by h!m until h* had voted.

King Tyler and Jones, ran 
around the police and struck Woodruff 
several blows, after which they run out 
Eighth street, and no attempt was 
made by the police to apprehend them. 
He said that Woodruff made no de¬ 
fense and did not raise his whip. vs 
charged by Patrolman Connell when 
he made the arrest. Coldwell was re¬ 
quested by the prosecution to demon¬ 
strate how Woodruff held the whip. He 
said Woodruff’s head was down and 
that the whip was not raised In a 
threatening manner. 

• • • 

Remonstrated With. Police. 


Mr. Coldwell was asked If he remon¬ 
strated with the police when they ar¬ 
rested Woodruff, and he replied (hat he 
approached them Just as they w-re in 
the act of fording Woodruff into the 
patrol wagon and asked that they al¬ 
low the negTo to vdie and then s^nd 
him to jail. Thl 9 , he said, they refused 
to do. He said that Judge George Du- 
Relle and Alfred Selllgmnn also remon¬ 
strated with the police, but to no avail. 
He exonerated Patrolman Dan Sexton 
by saying that he did not see him. at- 
temrx to Interfere with voters about the 
precinct. “He n>ade no effort.” he 
added, "to arrest those who did Inter¬ 
fere.” He said that when Austin Wood- 
son, the old negro, was assaulted none 
of the police attempted to arrest his 
assailants. 

• • • 

George Smith Witnessed Disturbance. 

George Smith followed Mr. Coldwell. 
and told subatootilally ’the same story 
as that given by Coldwell and the pre¬ 
ceding witness, with the exception that 
he could not idenltify any of the police 
or negroes charged In the ease. He 
said he remonstrated with Thomas 
Cornell and told him he did not think 
the negro should have been arrested— 
that he iva a assaulted and did not as¬ 
sault anybody. He said Connell told 
him, "you must have seen the difficulty 
through colored glasses/' He saikl 
that excitement was created about the 
precinct and that the election was 
hindered by the proceedings.. He 
thought the police could have arrested 
the disturbers if they had made the 
effort. He said he heard no call to 
halt when the negroes started away 
from the pr eel not after the trouble. 

• * • 

Had “PHBkllty” At Polls. 

Austin Woodson, the old negro, who 
it is charged was assaulted by "Son" 
Jones, and who was guarded by Mr. 
Coldwell while he cast his vote, was 
next Introduced. He said he Is eighty- 
six years old and that “he went dur 
to de votin’ place ter vote de ’publlkln 
tickit, the tickit 1 bln a votin’ ob all 
ob mer life." He said he had been in 
Loulsvtille forty years. "Uncle Austin” 
started out to make a lengthy apology 
for voting the Republican ticket, but 
the attorneys gently led him Into the 
relevant testimony in the case. He 
was asked by Mr. Thatcher if he had 
difficulty in voting, and he replied: 
”Yas. mh, I did—I wus knocked down 
afore I voted, I calls dat dlffikilty.*' 
He said he would have gone home 
without voting had It not been for the 
fact tihat Mr. Coldwell picked him up 
and stood him at the head of the col¬ 
umn and remained by his aide until 
he cast his vote. Austin said he saw 
the Woodruff assault, and supplement¬ 
ed his testimony with the remark that 
he also saw. "Hawky” Bill, another 
negro, assaulUW. H. Bradford, the Re¬ 
publican rheriff at the precinct, and 
take his cane away from him. He saw 
Mr. Bradford raise P>me other club, 
when the negro who had the cane 
drew a pistol. lie said he did not see 
the police interfere with the voters at 
any time during the day. 

• • • 

Bradford Wielded His Club. 


W. JI. Bradford, of SOfc West Jefferson 
street, the Republican sheriff, who 
charges that he had a warm time at the 
precinct, was next introduced, and he 
had plenty to say. He whs questioned 
at the outset regarding the alleged as¬ 
saults on Woodruff and Woodson, and 
he referred to them as “Mr.” Woodson 
and "Mr." Woodruff. He began his 
testimony by making sweeping charge?

There Is only one personality in Ger¬ 
many to-day. for although the Kaiser 
has many enemies, he has no rivals, 
writes Perceval Gibbon in a Berlin let¬ 
ter to the London Mail. 

His position ak an Individual Is as 
paramount and supreme as his position 
in the capacity of Emperor. In both 
qualities he is a living factor in every 
function of the national activity. 

It must be singularly galling to be a 
genius and a monarch at once. It is 
easier to be a millionaire and a saint 
In the same person, or a pretty woman 
and an efficient grandmother. On the 
one aide, the genius from his very na¬ 
ture must discount the worth of many 
of the elements that make the pomp of 
monarchy possible— a strain of snob¬ 
bishness In himself, another of obse¬ 
quious weakness In those about him, 
conceit responding to toadyism. 

The monarch, on the other side, must 
often resent his Instinct to despise those 
same elements, by which alone he lives. 
Armies obey him who know nothing of 
his discretion in command; worthy cit¬ 
izens train their mustache* to a fash¬ 
ion that tickles his personal taste; 
everywhere the big brass hat is donned 
to do honor to properties and quali¬ 
ties that are only his by Implica¬ 
tion. No wonder princesses run away 
and gTand dukes marry with the left 
hand. Royalties ore the most mlsunder- 
•tood folk in the world.

The Poet 


But the Kaiser flourishes on It. He 
has discovered that with the weight of 
his royalty he can give momentum to 
hla genius—hammer In the nail of in¬ 
spiration with the sceptre, ns it were. 
He Is none of those misfit entities who 
earn chagrin by virtue of a desire to 
live on their merits; when he falls 
short of his Intention in art he fills the 
'gup wkh his authority, sans facons. 
He Is not the first gTeat man who has 
"propped the rickety bantling" with the 
prestige of his name. "PericlPrince 
of Tyre," would not be printed nowa¬ 
days If “Romeo and Juliet” had not 
been written. When the Kaiser's mimes 
produce the Kaiser's play In the Kai¬ 
ser's theater It is the Kaiser's audi¬ 
ence that applauds with enthusiasm 
and half an eye on the Kaiser’s box. A» 
a genius he always wears his uniform; 
«a a Kaiser he wears the halo of the 
artist. 

He wrote a poem once which he sub¬ 
mitted to a great literary man who 
dined at the eaotle for that purpose 
particularly. Knowing the man, I be¬ 
lieve him no less dutiful to his ruler 
than to the craft he knows so thorough¬ 
ly. He reAd the effort und found his 
dual duties In conflict. One has the 
tenderest sympathy for that critic; he 
had to advise the amateur poet with an 
exceptional power for resenting hostile 
comment. He yielded only a yery lit¬ 
tle to the exigencies of the situation. 

"This verse, your majesty,” he be¬ 
gun. “seems to require alteration In cer¬ 
tain respects." 

The author took the manuscript and 
conned It thoughtfully. Then his brow 
cleared. 

“Why," he cried, as one seeing a sud¬ 
den light, *Y have actually not signed 
the poem. Give me a pen." 

And the only fault In the work was 
forthwith remedied.

To see him go past a saluting base at 
the rocklngchnir canter the German 
cavalry affects Is to see a good type of 
a military-looking man: ho couhl pass 
In a crowd for a well-i >-do Major 
without ambit! ns. In spite of his 
growing stoutness he taxes n good 
deal of exercise. In particular hr 
shoots, and h* issues to th* chns- 
with not much less circumstance than 
the Duke in Browning s "Fligh. of the 
Duchess.”

Partial failure of the cotton crop In 
Southwest Texas Is causing somewhat 
of a revolution id agricultural pursuits 
in this section, Faya a Dallas, Tex. cor¬ 
respondent of the St. Louis Post-Dis¬ 
patch. Besides trying to raise boll 
weevil infested cotton, a great many 
farmers are turning their attention to 
truck, feed for cattle and hog sand 
dairying. 

Others are seeking for a new crop of 
some kind, the nature of which they 
have not yet determined. Along this 
line It has been suggested that mac¬ 
aroni or hard durum wheat would do 
% weU in at least some portions of this 
'region, It having already been deter¬ 
mined by experiments that these hard 
wheats are adapted to this climate, it 
being very similar In nature to those 
countries In Russia and Africa where 
the best quality and greater portion 
of these wheats are now growm, the 
general condition of whlcih are intense 
heat, drouth and lack of humidity in 
the atmosphere. 

The soil will also compare very fa¬ 
vorably. To quote from the United 
States Agricultural Department bulletin 
on this subject, macaroni wheats are 
adapted to soils rich In nitrogenous 
matters, but considerably alkaline, and 
they invariably give best results In a 
hot. dry climate. 

This certainty suits t'he dlscriptlon 
of the country in Southwestern Texas. 
In thus bulletin is also published a 
map. which shows that the macaroni 
wheat belt lies west of a line drawn 
almost straight from the Red river, 
near Ringgold, Tex., south to the gulf 
and west to the border of New Mexico, 
which would clearly cover all of South¬ 
west Texas. 

The following are tbe main character¬ 
istics of this variety of wheat as com¬ 
pared with the ordinary kind grown 
here for bread flour: Same amount re¬ 
quired to seed an acre, at least one 
month earlier; it does not stool exten¬ 
sively, but when sown as winter wheat, 
aa U should be in this climate, grows 
very rapidly and affords much better 
grazing; very hardy and almost free 
from rust and other fungus pests; wdll 
stand drouth much better; Is grown 
successfully where the annual rainfall 
Is less than 10 inches. It will yield 
from 20 to 100 per cent, more per acre; 
as high as 76 bushels per acre has been 
produced In Texas. 

The grains of this wheat are much 
larger and harder, yellow In color, and 
almost translucent; contain a much 
greater percentage of glutenou? matter 
and less of starch. It Is this quality 
that renders It so valuable 1 h the man¬ 
ufacture of mac inonl. 

Flour or semolina made from this 
grain Is used extensively In France and 
Italy for the manufacture of the fin¬ 
est qualities of macaroni, and when 
mixed with about 20 per cent, of soft 
wheat flour makes splendid bread, with 
a rich, creamy color of superior keep¬ 
ing qualities. This brend finds great 
favor In most European countries, and 
there is no good reason why It should 
not become popular here.

WHEN BUILT UNDED FEDERAL 
DIRECTION. 


Chief Constructor Capps Declares Pri¬ 
vate Builders Pay Less Than 
In Navy Yards. 


One of the results of the construction 
of the 18,000-ton battleship Connecticut 
at the New York navy yard is said to 
be a demonstration that the Govern¬ 
ment cannot build its war ships as 
cheaply as It can have them built by 
contract, says & Washington telegram 
to the New York Herald. Chief Con¬ 
structor Washington L Capps, in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the 
Navy, has this to say on the subject: 

"The progress of work on vessels 
building nt navy yards is very satis¬ 
factory. that of the Connecticut being 
especially gratifying, and It seems 
worthy of note that the rate of prog¬ 
ress bn this vessel has been greater 
than that of any previous battleship 
built for the Government, with the sin¬ 
gle exception of the sister ship, Louis¬ 
iana, now building at the works of the 
Newport News Shipping and Dry Dock 
Company. 

"While the work on the Connecticut 
has been so far most satisfactory, this 
result has not been accomplished with¬ 
out unusual effort on the part of those 
responsible therefor. It should also be 
borne In mind that the facilities for do¬ 
ing such work at the navy yard. New 
York, although now greater than those 
obtaining at any other navy yard, were 
in the beginning quite inadequate. 

"Although every possible precaution 
is being taken to reduce the cost of 
tih- Coruneot/lcut to th* mowt economical 
ba»fc». u can liardly be hoi*-J than the 
work wiM be done as cheaply as w'hen 
perfiarmed in p ivate shipjjuiloj.tng 
yasvli*. whose raaes oif pay for nine 
hours’ work are in many cases, less 
than those being paid for eight hours’ 
work ait tihe Navy Yard. New York. It 
may also be noted that private ship¬ 
yard® do not pay their 'per diem’ em¬ 
ployes for hoJid 1 y® or vYhm on leave. 
'Wtb«re*s a very large proportion of the 
'per dtem* employe? on tihie Connecticut 
receive pay far fifteen days’ teave and 
sewn public holidays during the cal¬ 
endar year without any work being 
done in return therefor."

“So am T. John.” she replied, and al¬ 
most before her Ups closed, he drew 
his haj 3 d from his overcoat pocket and 
fired at her. At the time he was sep¬ 
arated from his wife by only th* width 
of the counter, but the bullet narrowly 
missed her head and crashed Into a 
pile of cbinaware on a corner shelf 
lmmedian dy behind her. 

Screaming for aid. Mrs. Ruhl started 
to d&sli for the rear of the store, and 
t \3 she did so Ruhl fired a second time, 
but a box which Intercepted the wom¬ 
an’s path threw her to her knees, and 
he bullet crashed through a bread box 
Into a sack of flour. Shouting for help. 
.Mrs. Ruhl leaped to her feet and fell 
in the arms of her father, who was 
cutting meat In the rear of the store. 
Ruhl. seeing h>s wife collapse, evident¬ 
ly thought that she was dead, and In 
an Inslam placed the revolver to his 
liend and pulled the trigger. Sinking 
to the floor, he died almost Instantly. 

• • • 

Burst Lock To Escape. 

Hearing the third report. Mrs. Ruhl 
thought her husband was still pursuing 
ber. and leaping from the grasp of her 
parent, rushed through the saloon In 
tbe rear of the store and burst a lock 
from the door of her mother’s room in 
on effort to escape the attack. 

Patrolman Edward Krhart, who was 
near, rushed to the building, attracted 
by the noise of the three explosions, 
and in a few moments had summoned 
Coroner Kelly to the scene. A large 
crowd was attracted. The body of 
Ruhl was soon removed to the home of 
his parents, who live at 729 Wilson 
street. 

According to her story. Mrs. Ruhl has 
been in constant fear of her husband 
for the past two months, and has lived 
in constant dread or an effort, to end 
her life. Each, time he appeared she 
made every effort to avoid him, and for 
twenty minutes before the attempt to 
murder her yesterday she was too ner¬ 
vous to wait upon the cuttomeis who 
appeared In the store kept by her 
futher. 

That Ruhl had been meditating the 
deed Is an assured fact front the testi¬ 
mony of numerous witnesses who knew 
lK>th parties. Three weeks ago he told 
*VV. R. Smith, who lives on Payne street, 
near Mrs. Ruhl. that h** Intended to kill 
Ida wife and that very soon. Mr. Smith 
made an effort to warn Mrs. Ruhl of 
her danger, but she asked him not to 
toll her anything “bad.” Severn! 
friends of Ruhl’s also related to Cnro- 
ner Kelly that he had told them “that 
be would not stand his troubles much 
longer."

Tried To Borrow Revolver. 

From the evidence collected by the 
office * and Coroner Kelly, Ruhl delib¬ 
erately planned the attempted murder 
and suicide, and had little doubt that 
his plana would fail. Early yesterday 
morning he made an effort to secure 
a revolver from his brother, but this 
was refused, ns his relatives feared he 
contemplated a rash deed. Shortly be¬ 
fore* visiting the saloon kept by Mr 
Wei ier he went to that of Ed Spleih]

MAY BE REDUCED BY ALL THE 
RAILROADS. 

Conference To-day In St. Louis To 
Act Toward Stimulation of 
Business. 


At a meeting of the St. Louis Asso¬ 
ciation of General Passenger and Ticket 
Agents, to be held In St. Louis, a pro¬ 
posed sweeping reduction in World’s 
Fair rates will be introduced, and In all 
probability will receive the sanction of 
that body. Should the plan be favor¬ 
ed by the St. Louis association, which 
is composed of all lines of railroads 
having terminals In that city, the new 
rates will become effective ns soon ns 
the laws of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission can be complied with. 
These laws require a notice of three 
days before a new set of rates can be¬ 
come effectlv»?, and It is thought that 
In the event the change is made these 
tickets could not be placed on sale be¬ 
fore next .Sunday. 

The advisability of a reduction In 
World’s Fair rates during the balance 
of the exposition season was discussed 
at the meeting of the Central Passenger 
Association, held last Wednesday in 
Chicago, but no action was taken. The 
decision was left to the St. Louis asso¬ 
ciation at to-day’s meeting, but it iB 
said that alt of them were not In favor 
of the reduction. Announcements of the 
Impending action were withheld for ob¬ 
vious reasons until the meeting In St. 
Louis. World's Fair traffic being 
practically at an end, tbe railroads are 
anxious to stimulate it, and will only 
take the step after careful considera¬ 
tion., The election of last week caused 
a considerable decrease in traffic to St. 
Louis, and some railroads contended 
that after It was all over there would 
at once !>e an increase in travel to St. 
1 * 0 uis. Traffic managers have closely 
watched for any indication of a retur 
of the usual traffic, but It has failed t » 
materialise. Before the election one 
Louisville railroad was taking 300 pas¬ 
sengers daily to St. Louis. Sunday and 
Monday preceding election day natural¬ 
ly but few St. Louis tickers were sold 
out of Louisville. Since that time there 
has been an Increase, but not what the 
railroads expected. Consequently It Is 
more than likely that the St. t^»uis as¬ 
sociation will decide in favor of the re¬ 
duction. 

The rates will he effective In all Cen¬ 
tral Passenger Association territory, 
which is north of the Ohio river mid 
west of Pittsburg; will also affect lines 
west of St. Louis, practically becom¬ 
ing effective In territory within a ra¬ 
dius of 500 miles of that city. The pro¬ 
posed reduction, which Is not made 
public, will be a substantial one. lower¬ 
ing the present rate by about 25 per 
cent. This will, apply only to coach ex¬ 
cursions. which tire run five days i:i 
each week.

Between the limits of the two state¬ 
ments. growing out of on ugly despera¬ 
tion (the fault of the Fen.n=?j|lvanta de¬ 
feat) and a hunger for revenge (fed by 
tho team’s steady iTrqirovenniU iu the 
last weeks practice), exists the rea. 1 , 
vital, actuating impulse of tho Criftison 
team—a living, but fearful hope. 

Harvard's work on Soldiers' Field the 
last two weeks has taught her supporters 
that, whatever lu-r past record has been, 
sbe will play n hard, desperate game 
against Yale next aoturdtay—a game <»t 
which, winning or loelng, uo one need 
feel ashamed. 

Penney:vanla*s victory over the Crimson

Harvard's stock to depreciate in the pub¬ 
lic eye. has given the players and coaches 
a vicious desperateness and a thirst to t 
vengeance such os greauy luor^t*« her 
chances of winning against the Elm.

Considered the Strongest.

Prominent Men Take Up 
the Caase and the Sport 
May Open Soon. 



Schoenftws, at left guard, is another 
coming man —<1 man, by tho way, who, as 
w*ll as he Is playing To-day, will put up a 
much suffer and ftntehcd fight when he 
lln-es up against the Ells next Saturday. 
Standing six feet threo inches in height, 
tipping thv scokts at a trifie more than 200 
pounds, with a pair of unusually long, 
muscular arms, this powerful wlrider of 
the iron bail Is built In many ways like 
the lanky, terribly active Glass of the 
championship 1902 eleven of Yale.

T HERE is a determined effort being 
mud* In New York City to pro¬ 
vide boxing for the people of that 
olty and to have it in a legitimate 
manner. The newspapers of late have 
taken up the matter anil have espoused 
the cause of boxing. It te argued that 
boxingis not the rough-house sport that 
many^f the agitators would make out 
and that under tho present rules would 
be more acceptable than some other 
sports. Many men prominent in business 
circles lfi New York have taken hold of 
the matter and are advocating a law that 
wifi permit boxing In the Slate and un¬ 
der proper Jurisdiction. Dr. John II. 
Gardner, h prominent physician of New* 
York, m writing In answer to an article 
in iho Now York Telegraph, ways: 

"I consider boxing the most manly of 
all our siiorts, and the one making the 
most direct appeal to the strqng man. Be¬ 
lieving this. I heartily approve agitation 
looking to the enactment of legislation 
permitting ami regulating boxing In the 
State and olty of New'York. 

"Boxing haw been troubled by evils 
which, happily, aro easily ronedlabte. 
The pugilist himself is not inclined to 
fake or oe dishonest. It 1s man’s nature 
to want to win. and especially In th< 
ring, where the issue te so public and bo 
readily settled decisively. 

“I would suggest in any future legisla¬ 
tion a provision for the Biate regulation 
of tho sport Iry a commission, some tiling 
as raring Is directed. 

"Speaking os a medical man. I want 
to say that there Is no hotter exercise 
than boxing, and none which builds up 
the faculty of achievement so dlrecto 
and so nipKUy. When a boy is a good 
boxer he has mastered self-control; he is. 
or ought to bo, game, and he has learned 
Lo wait. A crack boxer possesses some 
of the most valuable qualities In a high 
dvgroe. and he cannot but find them use. 
ful tn life. 

"It does not help one sport to attack 
another, but I have been looking into 
football lately, and I find twenty deaths 
In football to one In the ring. Yet the 
daughters of om* patricians cheer one 
sport, white strong men aje not permitted 
to see the oilier. 

"Record mo as lx-artlly In fkvor of box¬ 
ing legislation. I wtl sign a petition for 
a bill permuting boxing, ami In this T 
am voicing the Kenttmi-uts of hundreds 
w'ho sigh weekly for a chance to see two 
riran-llm'be.i/young athtetgs in tho D pluai 
Anglo-Saxon *pnn. 

"Give ua boxing, give It to us clean and 
straightforward and the men who do 
things lo Now York wlil rteo up and coil 
you bhssed."

Th© action of the ^ffooe-Sheffield Company in 
laying up a stock of pig Iron Is particularly In¬ 
teresting at a time when the measures for 
trading on an extensive scale In pig tr-ai war¬ 
rants in th© New York market have bc#n prac¬ 
tically completed. The warrant system has 
many advantages, and one of tho most Impor 
tant Is that It enables iron-producing companies 
to do at ail limes and practically to an unlim¬ 
ited extent what the 8loe»-8heffi»ld Company Is 
now doing on a relatively small scale. In thU 
case tho company t* u©ing only Its own mon©y 
but th© warrant system would enable othrr c.ro

NTTT.Tj; WELL ADVANCE 

PRICES OF BILLETS 

AND WIRE PRODUCTS. 


There has been no advance as yet in tb© of¬ 
ficial price erf billets and sheet bare, but aom* 
of the steel mills have taken the matter In their 
own hands and have advanced price© of steel $1 
a ton. With H<**©mrr pig Iron ©oiling at pr»o 
tlcally $15 at Pltt*burg and billets at $19 It 
leaves a spread for construction of only $4 a 
ton. Which Is too low. Th© steal mills have 
therefore decided to advance price* of steel, and 
the Billet Association .will meet tn New York 
to-morrow, wh-n the price of billot*, sheet and 
tin bare will be advanced $2 or $3 a ton. proba¬ 
bly the latter figure. 

Unless price* of flnkihed material are also 
advanced the higher price for steel will work 
an additional hardship to the Independent plate. 
ehrK and tin mills that hat*© to buy their billets 
and bare tn th© open market. However, the 
Ftecl Trust does not tgke this Into account, os 
prices are to be changed, but Is Inclined to 
worr y the Independent mills a* much as possi¬ 
ble All the steel mills are running to full ca¬ 
pacity ami some of them have their entire prod¬ 
uct sold up for the next several months. 

Advances In prices of wtr© and wire nails, 
and probably eh**eu» and tin plate, or© prolmbly 
certain to follow th* advance In price af billet* 
to b© made next week. When th/ recent reduc¬ 
tion of $4 a ton was mad© In price* of wlr^ 
product* th© ml lie positively refused to sell 
ahead for longer than thirty days, and thU was 
takan to mean that tb© lower prices would not 
oontinue In fore© very long. 

It 1© confidently believed that wire and wire 
pail* will shortly be advanced to $1 a torv 
which will put price# Where they went before 
the reduction of last August was mad®. Tin 
plat© 1© llkoly to be advanced 25c a box. or $5 
a ton, while sheets will be put up about $3 a 
ton.

Philanthropy and Business Will Both 
Have a Hand In Its

New York, Nov. 14— A hotel for 
working girls and working women will 
soon be built In this city If the plans 
now under consideration are carried 
out. Philanthropy and business will ba 
combined In the running of the hotel, 
plans have been submitted by an ar¬ 
chitect involving the expenditure of 
$300,000, but several well-known men 
Interested In the project think that 
lhe»e will be no difficulty In raising 
whatever money is necessary because 
assistance has been offered by men 
promtnent in the financial world. 

The hotel probably will be in the 
neighborhood of the large department 
stores on the West Bide, where many 
girls and women are employed. Their 
board at the hotel will be about $3 or 
$4 a week. They will have the use of 
the hotel laundry when they wrish to do 
up their collars, handkerchiefs and 
cuffs and such light articles. There 
will be a room with sewing machines 
at their service when they want to do 
mending. A number of small reception 
rooir * will be on the first floor where 
the girls may receive friends.

Ed Brown, the negro who was yester¬ 
day tried in the Criminal Court for the 
murder of faille Edwards, his sweet¬ 
heart. could get but little satisfaction 
out of the fact that the Jury failed 
to agree in his rase and was finally 
discharged by Special Judge Aaron 
Kuhn without being able to render a 
verdict. Alter an hour’s deliberation 
the Jurors returned to the courtroom 
a.nd announced that it was impossible 
for them to reach any decision.

On the final vote 
they stood eight fur death and four for 
life imprisonment. The latter declared 
that “they would rot first” before they 
would change their minds.

Town Trustees Appointed. 

Because Highland Park and the new* 
corporation of Oakdale have only one 
voting precinct between them neither 
town could hold local elections for trus¬ 
tees last Tuesday, and so both will have 
to be conducted by appointed boards 
until the next election.
